Five-year report on local church issued for bishop’s ad limina visit to Rome

ALCALA PARK — The three men in their col- 
orful cassocks, two in black and red, and one in 
glowing white, greet one another warmly in an of- 
fice in the Vatican. They sit across the desk from 
each other. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher sits near the front corner of 
the desk just a few feet from Pope John Paul II, 
much like some visitors do in the bishop of San 
Diego’s office on the University of San Diego cam- 
pus, Alcala Park. 

Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez, in his first 
private audience with the pope, sits almost directly 
across the desk from the Holy Father. 

This is the private audience each bishop has dur- 
ing his ad limina visit (to the threshold of the

apostles) every five years. 

The obligatory visit for bishops includes a visit to 
the tombs of saints Peter and Paul, where they 
renew their faith by saying the creed, a general ad- 
dress by the pope and a private audience, usually 15 
minutes, with him. They also visit with various 
Vatican congregations. 

In conjunction with the visit, a bishop prepares 
and submits to the Vatican a Quinquennial Report, 
a five-year account of ministry and pastoral ac- 
tivities in his diocese. Bishop Maher submitted an 
80-page report in June. 

““As soon as we sat down I started talking,’’ said 
Bishop Maher, telling the pope about the active 
diocese he heads in the ‘‘industrial/technological 
complex’’ of the San Diego area. The pope, he 
related, listened intently. 

Bishop Maher stressed the sophistication of the

area as a place of research, where the polio vaccine 
was discovered, where cancer and AIDS research is 
occurring, and as an educational center with several 
colleges and universities.

There’s a need for a highly educated clergy to 
relate to and work with these educated leaders of the 
community, and ‘‘I feel we have one of the best 
educated clergy’’ in the country, Bishop Maher said 
he told the pope. 

“‘We also have the poor and the largest home for 
homeless,’’ he told the pope, referring to the St. 
Vincent de Paul/Joan Kroc Center offering such 
services as medical care, counseling, rehabilitation 
for families and youth and food services.

CDA contributes funds 
to two institutions

MISSION VALLEY — The Catholic 
Daughters of the Americas donated more 
than $600,000 to church organizations 
during their 42nd Biennial Convention at 
the Town and Country Convention 
Center July 17-22. 

The women’s group contributed funds 
to the U.S. bishops’ conference and the 
U.S. church-run Pontifical North 
American College in Rome. 

Rayola McLaughlin, national regent, 
presented a check for more than $300,000 
July 20 to Archbishop John L. May, 
president of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops/United States Catholic 
Conference. 

The funds are part of the $1 million the 
CDA pledged to raise for construction of 
the new headquarters for the U.S. bishops 
in Washington, D.C., explained 
McLaughlin. 

She said the women’s group had 
already given more than $500,000 for the 
new $20 million USCC building. The 
USCC is the public policy agency of the 
U.S. bishops. 

The new facility is located near The 
Catholic University of America and the 
National Shrine of the Immaculate 
Conception, two other CDA-supported 
institutions. 

McLaughlin added that the remaining 
funds will be raised by January, noting 
that of the 1,520 CDA courts nationwide, 
all but 242 had responded to the pledge 
drive. 

Archbishop May praised the CDA 


members for their generosity. ‘‘Because 
of the support you and others have 
provided, construction is moving ahead, 
and we expect to occupy the new building 
next March,’’ the archbishop of St. Louis 
said. 


He noted that the women were 
supplying more than bricks and mortar. 
“You have supported your bishops in 
their apostolic mission of leadership and 
service.”” 


Archbishop May encouraged those 
participating in next month’s CDA 
pilgrimage to the national shrine for the 
close of the Marian year to visit the new 
facility and view its progress. 


He added that CDA members will be 
remembered at each Mass celebrated in 
the new building’s Chapel of Mary, 


where the altar is the special gift of the _ 


CDA. 

The CDA also approved a $300,000 
contribution to the Pontifical North 
American College, a U.S.-run seminary 
in Rome. The seminary is in the midst of 
a vast fund drive to overcome its current 
financial crisis, the result of the 
devaluation of the dollar and severe 
monetary inflation in Italy. 


Msgr. Lawrence Purcell, rector of the 
college and a priest of the San Diego 
diocese, told the delegates their 
commitment will ‘‘help.us reach our goal 
of $5 million.”’ 


“In taking your pledge and prayerful 
support’’ the organization, like other 
generous groups and individuals, ‘‘has an 
ownership in the North American 
College.”’

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looking to expand

SAN DIEGO — Contemporary social 
issues and a declining, aging membership 
took center stage at the July 17-22 
Catholic Daughters of the Americas 42nd 
Biennial Convention. 

Some 1,200 CDA members from the 
United States, Latin America, the 
Caribbean and the Pacific attended the 
five-day convention at the Town and 
Country Hotel in Mission Valley. 

Convention delegates representing the 
organization’s 1,538 courts adopted 11 
resolutions and reaffirmed their 
commitment to numerous other 
principles on items such as fighting 
abortion, helping AIDS patients and 
supporting retired Religious, Rayola 
McLaughlin, CDA national regent, told 
Southern Cross. 

She said resolutions adopted by the 
women’s group included: 

® supporting ‘‘any legislation that 
prohibits in vitro fertilization, embryo 
transfer and experimentation, and 
surrogate motherhood’’; 

¢@ asking CDA members to ‘‘call upon 
elected officials and our other civil 
servants to do what is necessary to 
eliminate the destructive influence of 
pornography on our society’’; 

® opposing passage of Senate Bill 1885 
and House Resolution 3660, federal day- 
care bills which contain what the CDA 
called ‘‘outrageously anti-religious 
provisions.’’ The bill would prohibit 
spending funds ‘‘for the construction, 
repair or renovation of any facility located 
on the premises of a _ religious 
institution,’ McLaughlin said. 
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The CDA agreed to continue financial 
support of Mother Angelica’s Eternal 
Word Television Network. 

It also approved a plan to increase the 
membership of the 153,000-member 
group with a program called 
“Development. ’88-’90,’’ the national 
regent said. 

Goals of the two-year plan are to add 
10,000 members by 1990, attract younger 
women to the group, increase the number 
of courts (chapters) in each state, form 
new state courts and explore new 
geographical regions. 

She reported the loss of 60 courts and 
26,000 members during the past 12 years. 

John A. Kuett, magazine publisher of 
CDA’s SHARE, encouraged members to 
use this publication to promote their 
organization. 

Msgr. Peter Finn, communications 
consultant to the CDA and director of 
communications for the Archdiocese of 
New York, told delegates to educate 
others and ‘‘excite them to be a part of a 
dynamic organization.’’ The CDA is 
“‘the best kept secret’’ in the church and ' 
the nation, he said. 

Bishop John Nolan, an _ auxiliary 
bishop of the Archdiocese for the Military 
Services and the CDA national clergy 
consultant, stressed the need for a strong 
Catholic women’s organization to combat 
the forces of secularism. 

The need for this organization was 
graphically displayed by the call of the 
watchdog group Morality in Media for 
support in protesting the controversial 
film ‘‘The Last Temptation of Christ.’’ 

CDA national regent McLaughlin sent 
letters dated July 21 on behalf of the

Has Msgr. (Charles) Dollen had a change of heart or 
merely lost his senses? In ‘‘How to stop abortion’’ 
(Southern Cross, Jan. 22), he stated: ‘“The legacy of 15 
abortion years is truly appalling! According to those who 
keep statistics, more than 21 million lives have been 
destroyed in the womb since 1973 — 1.5 million yearly in 
the U.S., about one every 21 seconds.”’ 

Yet in an article entitled ‘Voting is a Christian virtue”’ 
(Southern Cross, July 1), Msgr. Dollen eulogized Gov. 
(Michael) Dukakis, completely ignoring Dukakis’ record. 

On May 26, the Los Angeles Times headlined Dukakis’ 
statement ‘‘Woman Has Right to Decide on Abortion.’’ In 
the same article Dukakis was asked why are you against the 
death penalty? He answered, ‘‘because I am opposed to 
killing people.’’ Babies aren’t people? 

In 1977 when another governor, Brown of California, 
advocated that your tax money and mine should be used to 
pay for abortions for low-income women, Bishop Leo T. 
Maher’s widely quoted answer was: ‘‘Abortion is taking the 
life of the infant. The governor and state should be 
protecting this fundamental right. What’s wrong is wrong 
and has nothing to do with how much income you have or 
how little.”’ 

Bishop Maher then added a chilling foreboding which I 
shall not forget: ‘‘Evil has its frightening consistencies, 
which end by sweeping away completely those who justify 
tes 


The next President of the United States in all likelihood 


will appoint three new Supreme Court justices, in place of 
Justices Brennan, age 82, Marshall and Blackman, both 80 
years old. If an anti-life president replaces them, the killing 
will continue. 

The foreboding of our bishop re-echoes the words of the 
Mother of God at Fatima: If evil continues ‘‘whole 
nations shall disappear.’’ Will we be one of them?

Lefebvre’s movement regressive

the anxieties and uncertainties of the present. 

In its puerile romanticism it pretends to deny the 
turbulence of history by claiming that an_ idyllic 
expression of Catholicism existed prior to Vatican II. 

Thus, it conveniently glosses over the heresies that 
battered the infant church, the massive dislocation of the 
barbarian invasions, the challenges of pagan humanism 
during the Renaissance, the total lack of preparation for 
the evangelization of the New World (from which only the 
providential intervention of Our Lady of Guadalupe 
saved us), the challenge to papal authority from rising 
nation states during the 17th, 18th and 19th centuries, 
and finally the Kafkaesque nightmares of communism, 
fascism and liberal bourgeois capitalism in the 20th 
century. 

But the Lefebvre movement’s worse mistake consists in 
ignoring the words of the Lord of history: ‘‘You are 
Peter and upon this rock I will build my church ... .”’

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Time to ban death penalty? 


The death penalty, according to the more enlightened 
theory, must be outlawed. The arguments marshalled up 
against it are too strong to discount. 

However, given the fact that I would vote to outlaw it if 
given the chance, I do not think that the subject is above 
discussion. There are some loose ends to the arguments that 
need to be examined. 

If there is no life after death, then, of course, the death 
penalty is the most horrible affliction we can inflict on a 
fellow human being. Instead of human beings being ‘‘men 
who are able to laugh,’’ according to St. Thomas Aquinas, 
we would be the most laughable of creatures, ‘‘all dressed up 
with no place to go.”’ 

We Christians believe in life after death and that we have 
to face a just judge from whom no secrets are hidden. The 
four last things — ‘‘death, judgment, heaven and hell’? — 
are realities to us, and any criminal who stands unrepentent 
before the judgment seat of God faces a much bleaker future 
than mere physical death. 

With this in mind, I would much prefer the death penalty 
than spending the rest of my natural life in prison. Even 
model prisons, few as they may be, are not pleasant places to 
be. Besides the lack of freedom, there are all the threats of 
violence, homosexual rape and mistreatment. We read 
about these things all the time. 

Theoretically and ideally, imprisonment should be for 
the rehabilitation of the criminal, as will as the safeguarding 
of the community. Realistically, there is precious little 
rehabilitation, as the number of repeat criminals proves. 

The logistics of effective rehabilitation are staggering, 
starting with the number of trained teachers, social workers 
and psychologists that would be needed. Each prisoner 
would have to be treated individually instead of being 
packed and overcrowded into existing prisons. 

I’m not saying that it can’t be done, but the cost would be 
absolutely monumental. Considering how difficult it is to 
get money for new schools; the support of school programs; 


help for the homeless, the hungry, the unemployed and 


‘handicapped — not to mention roads and more prisons — is 


it realistic to believe that all prisons will be turned into rehab 
centers? 

Again, with Christian optimism, it can be said of any 
criminal, ‘‘Where there’s life there’s hope.’’ Maybe they 
can be changed into useful, productive citizens, but is that a 
realistic hope? 

Are some criminals so hardened into their life of crime, or 
so inimical to the health and well-being of the community, 
that they cannot be saved? Are they not rather a cancer on 
society that is best removed permanently? 

Justice demands that the punishment fit the crime. A thief 
should not profit from his stealing nor an embezzler from his 
fraud. Some crimes, such as treason, killing police officers 
and repeated major felonies seem to demand more than 
mere imprisonment. 

Punishment is also supposed to be a deterrent to crime. At 
this point the reformers always bring out their statistics. lam 
not impressed, because how can we number those who do 
not commit major crimes because they fear the death 
penalty? 

There are some men who do not seem moved by fear of 
God or fear of their fellow men. What will motivate them to 
obey the law? 

If banning the death penalty is an idea whose time has 
come, we must learn to live with it. But there are surely alot 
of unanswered questions and some major, unanswered 
implications.

A tale of two platforms 


Their platforms strongly differ on abortion, but when it 
comes to domestic and foreign policy the Democratic 
Party platform and the U.S. bishops often express 
common goals. 

The platform adopted in Atlanta during the July 18-21 
Democratic National Convention and the bishops’ 
platform — not really a platform but testimony given this 
year to the Democratic and Republican platform 
committees — converge in basic concern, but not always 
specifics, on such issues as arms control, employment, 
agricultural policy, health care, housing, human rights 
and Central America. 

“‘Today, as both believers and citizens, we urge this 
great political party to shape its platform first and 
foremost by how it touches each human person,”’ said the 
bishops’ platform testimony prepared by the U.S. 
Catholic Conference, the bishops’ public policy arm. 

‘‘We especially ask you to fashion a platform which 
respects the life, enhances the dignity and protects the 
rights of all our sisters and brothers, especially the poor 
and most vulnerable,’’ the USCC said. 

In the area of sharpest disagreement, the USCC 
testimony asserted that the 1973 Supreme Court decision 
legalizing abortion ‘‘must be reversed.”’ 

It added that ‘‘unless there is action by the Supreme 
Court, restoration of legal protection for the lives of the 
unborn will require an amendment to the Constitution. 
We specifically urge the platform committee to support 
such an amendment.”’ 

The platform committee did no such thing. But it also 
dropped the party’s plank of 1984, when the platform 
included a lengthy statement backing abortion and 
opposing a constitutional amendment. 

Instead, the 1988 platform did not even mention 
abortion by name. Rather, in a paragraph dealing with 
civil rights and immigration, among other topics, the 


platform said ‘‘we further believe ... that the fundamental 
right of reproductive choice should be guaranteed 
regardless of ability to pay.’’ 

There was agreement between the bishops and the 
party on “‘mutual, verifiable’ arms control and reduction 
agreements, on outlawing chemical weapons and banning 
nuclear weapons tests. Both support the new U.S.-Soviet 
Intermediate-range Nuclear Forces treaty. 

Both the church and the Democrats also urged 
economic justice and efforts to fight unemployment; they 
both recommended public-private partnerships, fair 
wages, day care for working families, backing for the right 
of workers to form unions, and job training. 

The Democrats and USCC also criticized hunger and 
homelessness in America. The USCC called hunger ‘‘: 
growing national scandal’’ and that everyone has the 
right to enough food to live with dignity. It also said 
“decent housing is a basic human right.”’ 

An agricultural system based on family farms was also 
supported by both the Catholic Church and the 
Democratic Pary. 

There was also consensus on the need for peaceful 
resolution of conflicts in Central America and elsewhere, 
with the USCC calling for a significant reduction in U.S. 
military aid to Central America. 

Catholic delegates to the Atlanta convention said that, 
except for the line on ‘‘reproductive rights,’’ the USCC 
and the Democratic Party often agree on the need to 
foster social justice.

OCEANSIDE — ‘‘The Lord has 
called me ever since I was a 
youngster,’’ the newly ordained 
Father Sharbel Ewen told Southern 
Cross. 

Eight years ago he entered the 
Prince of Peace Abbey in Oceanside 
to begin his formation as a 
Benedictine monk. On Saturday, 
July 16, he was ordained to the 
priesthood by Bishop Leo T. Maher 
in the abbey church. 

Among the many people who 
witnessed the ceremony were his 
two brothers, Dennis and James, 
from Tucson, Ariz., his sister 
Sharon from Salina, Kan., and his 
cousin Joann McCormick from 
Minnesota. 

“‘T always had a bend toward the 
contemplative life,’ Father Ewen 
said, concerning his decision to 
enter the monastery. 

The 40-year-old Father Ewen 
said he ‘‘turned away’’ from his call 
to the priestly life following 
graduation from high school in 
Tucson, where he was raised. 

He attended the University of 
Arizona, graduating with a 
bachelor of science degree in 
business education.

ALCALA PARK — Although they 
have taken different routes, three men 
will complete their spiritual journey to the

Jennings, Scott Burnia and Michael Sinor 
will be ordained by Bishop Leo T. Maher 
during the liturgy that begins at 10 a.m. 

Priests from throughout the San Diego 
diocese are expected to concelebrate the 
Mass, which will be attended by relatives 
and friends of the ordinandi. 

Jennings entered the seminary in 1980, 
four years after he became a member of 
the Catholic Church. 

Raised a Baptist in Gadsden, Ala., 
Jennings recalls that his grandmother 
encouraged him to choose one of three 
professions — doctor, lawyer or preacher. 


“She was a _ prayerful women,’’ 
Jennings said of his deceased 
grandmother. 


Jennings explained that his decision to 
convert was sparked in 1974, when he 
attended a Mass during his 10-year stint 
in the U.S. Marine Corps. Two years 
later he was baptized in St. Francis 
Xavier Church at Camp Lajune, North 
Carolina. 

A priest at the base invited Jennings to 
pursue the priesthood, he said, adding 
that he had felt a call toward this kind of 
ministry since he was a child. The priest, 
Father James Boyd, a commander in the 
U.S. Navy Chaplain Corps, will help 
Jennings don his vestments at the July 30 
ordination. 

At first, his decision to study for the 
priesthood was ‘‘a challenge to his family. 
They didn’t understand,’’ said the 
37-year-old Jennings. However, through 
numerous “‘negotiating sessions’’ with his 
mother and brother, they have come to 
accept his decision to become a priest, he 
added. 

“It’s been a struggle for me,’’ Jennings 
said of his eight-year seminary studies at 
St. Francis Seminary, San Diego, and St. 
John Seminary, Camarillo. ‘‘But the 
faculty have supported and encouraged 
tena! 

He also noted the importance of the 
support of lay Catholics, especially Sid 
and Jean Durham, and Bob and Mary 
Ann Tager. 

Just as others have taken time to assist 
him while he studied for the priesthood, 
Jennings hopes ‘‘to be there for people’’ 
as a priest. ‘“You shouldn’t be so busy or 
preoccupied that you can’t take a little 
time with people,’’ he said.

ALCALA PARK — In conjunction 
with the official close of the Marian year 
on Aug. 15, closing ceremonies honoring 
the Blessed Virgin Mary will be held at 
four San Diego churches.

Four Masses in honor of Mary will also 
be celebrated Aug. 15, the feast of the 
Assumption, at St. Joseph Cathedral in 
San Diego. 

St. Mary parish will hold a Marian 
year closing ceremony Aug. 14, 
beginning with a 3:45 p.m. procession 
from a field about a block from the 
church, according to Father Frederick 
Florek, pastor. 

Participants will include members of 
the Legion of Mary, Knights of 
Columbus, Blue Army of Our Lady of 
Fatima, Young Ladies Institute and the

Lady of Angels Church Sunday, July 31, 
at 9:30 a.m. 

A Lt. Jr. Grade in the U.S. Navy 
Reserve, Jennings said he is also 
investigating the possibility of becoming a 
Navy chaplain. ‘“‘I believe the military is 
an untapped resource for vocations,’’ he 
added.

Benedict’s Monastery in Oxford, Mich. 
“‘T was Brother Phillip for four years,’’ he 
said, adding that he became frustrated 
because he was not working with people. 
“It was too confining.”’ 

His desire to work with people drew 
him to the diocesan priesthood. He 
entered St. Francis Seminary in 1983 and 
transferred to St. Patrick’s for his 
theology studies, said the 30-year-old 
Burnia. 

While in the seminary, Burnia spent

ALCALA PARK — Auxiliary Bishop Thomas J. 
Gumbleton of Detroit blasted the current U.S. policy of 
nuclear deterrence and decried ‘‘the sinful situation’’ it 
has created — the ‘‘intention to use weapons that cause 
indiscriminate destruction’’ and the diversion of federal 
funds from assistance programs for the poor to military 
spending. 

The sin of depriving needy people of ‘‘adequate food, 
clothing and health care ... is hardness of heart that is 
moving us to spiritual destruction,’’ Bishop Gumbleton 
told the Southern Cross July 20. 

He was in San Diego to speak that evening at the 
University of San Diego in a ‘‘Viewpoints from Bishops’’ 
series sponsored by USD Continuing Education. 

With the United States targeting 200 military sites in 
the Soviet Union, it would be impossible to avoid 
destroying civilian populations in the event of a nuclear 
attack, he explained. 

Bishop Gumbleton was one of the writers of a U.S. 
bishops’ report assessing U.S. nuclear deterrence, defense 
and arms control policies over the five years since the 
bishops issued their 1983 pastoral letter on war and peace. 
The bishops approved the report at their June 25 meeting 
in Collegeville, Minn. 

The report continued the bishops’ position stated in the 
1983 pastoral, ‘“The Challenge of Peace: God’s Promise 
and Our Response,’’ giving only a ‘‘strictly conditioned 
moral acceptance’’ of the U.S. nuclear deterrence policy. 

Bishop Gumbleton cited two of these conditions 
specified in the pastoral: The quantity of weapons should 
be sufficient only to deter a nuclear attack, and 
“‘deterrence must be a step toward disarmament.”’ 

These conditions are not being met, the bishop 
emphasized, referring to the U.S. buildup and testing of 
nuclear weapons and President Ronald Reagan’s 
Strategic Defense Initiative. 

The bishops’ report approved a limited SDI research 
and development program that did not involve 
deployment. 

Pax Christ USA, a Catholic peace organization headed 
by Bishop Gumbleton, criticized the report’s 
endorsement of ‘‘spending billions of dollars for further 
research in the vain hopes offered by Star Wars.’’ 

The Detroit bishop affirmed the Second Vatican

Council’s condemnation of the arms race as ‘‘an utterly 
treacherous trap that will eventually spawn the lethal ruin 
whose way it is preparing.”’ 

He called for a comprehensive test ban treaty to slow 
down the arms race as the superpowers negotiate 
disarmament treaties. 

“If we don’t stop the arms race, we will have 
destruction of cities and nations that will escalate into an 
all-out nuclear war,’’ with a devastating impact of 


radiation, the bishop said. 

Bishop Gumbleton eyes the prospective Strategic Arms 
Reduction treaty (START) with a wait-and-see attitude, 
believing that it will not be signed by the present 
administration. 

At the recent Moscow summit, President Reagan and 
Soviet General Secretary Mikhail Gorbachev agreed on 
initial points for a START treaty that would reduce the 
number of longer-range strategic offensive nuclear arms, 
such as intercontinental ballistic missiles and cruise 
missiles. 

U.S. bishops have long advocated such a treaty that 
could reduce nuclear arms by 30 to 50 percent. 

Although Christians nationwide do not unanimously 
condemm the arms race, Bishop Gumbleton said a united 
opposition to the current U.S. nuclear deterrence policy 
will eventually emerge. 

He urged citizens to vote for ‘‘political leadership 
committed’’ to reverse the arms race. 

The bishop refuted the argument of some U.S. 
presidents that this country can negotiate with Russia 
only from a position of strength. 

The contest for nuclear superiority between the two 
superpowers has been a ‘‘standoff’’ since both nations 
have developed the MIRV_ system (Multiple 
Independently-targeted Reentry Vehicles) to multiply 
their defensive capability, he said. 

More incidents of civil disobedience would hasten the 
disarmament process, he said. 

Bishop Gumbleton and retired Bishop Charles Buswell 
of Pueblo, Colo., were arrested in May 1987 with 98 
others at the Nevada nuclear test site near Mercury after 
crossing a police line. They were handcuffed, 
transported to the county seat, given a court date, but not 
prosecuted due to lack of judicial personnel, Bishop 
Gumbleton said. 

This incident marked the first arrest by U.S. bishops 
for an act of civil disobedience in protest against U.S. 
nuclear policy. 

‘Tt will not be the last,’’ Bishop Gumbleton exclaimed. 
“Our current nuclear policy must be resisted. Unjust 
‘‘civil laws must sometimes give way to the law of God,”’ 
he said. 

Civil disobedience should only be used as a last resort, 
Bishop Gumbleton said, when ‘‘you are convinced you 
cannot work through the normal political process.”’

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Preschools, day care programs increase

SAN DIEGO — Households with 
young children are often faced with the 
dilemma of child care, and_ several 
parishes in the San Diego diocese are 
responding to this need by offering 
preschool programs. 

Eleven diocesan preschools served 349 


students last year, said Sally Todd, 


curriculum director for the 
Schools Office. 

The enrollment levels demonstrate the 
need for preschools not only for the 
Catholic population but for society as a 
whole, Todd added. 

The underlying issue of increased 
enrollment is an economic nécessity, she 
said. ‘“‘We are dealing with single-parent 
families or two parents working. 

“‘We are also finding there is a need for 
children at the 3- or 4-year-old level to 
experience a learning environment, not 
necessarily focusing on academics, Todd

added. f 

‘‘There has been a strong trend in early 
childhood education. Today, about 95 
percent of the diocesan schools have a 
kindergarten program,’’ said Todd. 
‘“‘Now the focal point is preschool and 
extended day care.”’ 

Parish preschool programs emphasize 
development rather than academics, 
explained Todd. 

“The program is holistic in nature. It 
builds self-esteem, encourages pre- 
academic, social interaction, intellect and 
the spiritual. ... The emphasis is on the 
whole child,’’ she said. 

In September, St. Columba School in 
Serra Mesa will open the 12th preschool 
in the diocese. The 2,040 square-foot 
addition to the school structure is now 
under construction and is expected to be 
completed by the end of August. 

‘The preschool is a necessity in this 
community,’’ explained Tony Sabatino, 
principal. St. Columba’s is a 30-year-old 
parish experiencing a transition. Over the 
last few years, younger people have begun 


moving into the area, he added. 

The preschool will be in session from 
8:30 a.m.-12:30 p.m., Sabatino said. 
Extended day care will be available before 
and after school hours. 

“Our first priority is to provide a 
nurturing and caring environment. 
School should become an extension of the 
home but not replace the home,’’ the 
principal said. 

“Our facility will be available for 
parents who want their children involved 
in Catholic education and as part of a 
family community,’’ he added. 


Brian Bennett, principal of Blessed 
Sacrament School in San Diego, believes 
preschools are ‘‘absolutely essential.”’ 

“It would be a serious mistake for the 
church not to recognize the need of single 
parents or those families in which both 
parents work. Pre-school is a statement of 
affirmation to the family,’’ said Bennett. 

Blessed Sacrament opened its preschool 
in 1981 after a parish and school survey 
revealed parents’ need and desire to have 


their young children involved in Catholic 
education, he explained. 

Other San Diego parishes operating a 
preschool program are St. Jude,. Mission 
Basilica San Diego de Alcala and Holy 
Family. Also offering preschool programs 
are Santa Sophia, Spring Valley; Sacred 
Heart, Brawley; Holy Trinity, El Cajon; 
St. John of the Cross, Lemon Grove; 
Mission San Antonio de Pala, Pala; St. 
Francis of Assisi, Vista; and Mission San 
Luis Rey, Oceanside. 

Five other schools are currently 
exploring the feasibility of establishing a 
preschool program, said Todd. 

Unlike a parish elementary school, a 
preschool must obtain a license from the 
State of California Health and Welfare 
Agency’s Department of Social Services. 

According to Tom Hersant, district 
manager of the State Licensing Office in 
San Diego, a preschool must satisfy the 
basic licensing requirements. These 
include providing proper outside and 
inside space, adequate bathroom facilities 
and qualified staff.

members to Universal Pictures officials 
asking them not to release this film. 

The officers and delegates at the 
convention have decided ‘“‘to boycott the 
film and all other Universal Pictures and 
MCA interests,’’ if the movie is released, 
she wrote. 

At the opening banquet July 17, Jesuit 
Father Virgil Blum, founding director of 
the Catholic League for Religious and 
Civil Rights in Milwaukeee, Wis., called 
on the CDA to join the league in actively 
opposing the secularizing forces in society 
“‘that are determined to drive religion out 
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of the public arena.” 

He declared that ‘‘two powerful civil 
rights organizations’’ — the American 
Civil Liberties Union and the American 
Jewish Congress — in effect are ‘‘telling 
54 million Catholics they are ‘second- 
class citizens.’ ”’ 

These groups argued in the courts that 
because the Catholic Church lobbied for 
the Hyde Amendment, which prohibits 
using federal funds to pay for abortions, 
the Catholic position of human life was 
established in law, thus violating the First 
Amendment principle of the separation of 
church and state, Father Blum said. 
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Father Blum charged that the civil 
rights groups denied Catholics the ‘‘First 
Amendment right to freedom of speech ... 
and their right to petition our 
government.” 

He reported there are 41 CDA courts 
that have joined the Catholic league. 

He hopes the 43rd CDA biennial 
convention in 1990 will show an increase 
of 338 courts and 1,000 more CDA 
members joining the Catholic league. 

Juanita Duggan, a special assistant for 
President Ronald Reagan, represented 


the chief executive at the meeting. 


Focusing on the issues of abortion and 
pornography, she asked for CDA support 
of the president’s bill to make the Hyde 
Amendment permanent. It is now under 
a restraining order. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher celebrated a 
memorial Mass July 19 at the convention 
for deceased CDA members. 

At the beginning of the Mass he said,

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Bishop explores effects of Vatican II

ALCALA PARK — ‘‘Five hundred years from now, 
what would be looked upon as the single, greatest change 
or shift achieved by Vatican II?”’ 

Bishop Kenneth Untener of Saginaw, Mich., offered 
possible answers to this question at a July 18 lecture at the 
University of San Diego. 

Some 50 people attended the first of a summer lecture 
series, ‘‘Viewpoints from Bishops,’’ sponsored by USD’s 
Continuing Education department. 

During his talk, the bishop examined basic changes in 
the church since Vatican II. 

Comparing the changes to the great plates which shift 
beneath the Earth’s surface, he said, ‘“They don’t move 
fast but when they do, they have great effects.” 

Vatican II noted that the Spirit is present within the 
entire church. It is not handed down by the hierarchy, he 
said. 

‘This does not mean authority has been taken away, 
but the way it is exercised has changed as seen in the 
establishment of parish councils and synods,’’ Bisho 
Untener said. : 

Citing another possible shift, the bishop said the 
Catholic Church is on the brink of becoming a world 
church. 

“It is now a connection of local churches rather than a 
Western-European export. For example, instead of being 
celebrated in one language, the Mass is now said in over 
300 languages,’’ the bishop explained. 

Bishop Untener said he believes the Vatican II 
statement that defines the church as the ‘‘people of God’’ 
is also a major change. 

‘‘This is having tremendous implications now. Perhaps

one of the reasons there are less vocations is that the focus 
is on the laity. A call to Religious is not the only way to 
God,’’ Bishop Untener said. All people are called to 
holiness, he added. 

Before Vatican IJ, church teaching emphasized two 
ways to achieve holiness — by way of the 10 


commandments or by way of the evangelical counsels of 
poverty, chastity and obedience, he explained. 

“Vatican II said, ‘all faithful, of whatever rank or 
status, are called to perfection by the way of Christ,’ ”’ 
said Bishop Untener. Because ‘‘holiness has a thousand 
faces,’’ people should be themselves. 

The church is a pilgrim church, rather than a glorious 
institution that has arrvived, he said, noting another post- 
Vatican II shift. 

‘‘The church doesn’t go from glory to glory. It’s a 
pilgrim church on its way. There are things we don’t 
know and we now admit it,’’ the bishop explained. 

Citing pastorals written by U.S. bishops, he said, ‘“The 
documents are for people to think about. There is no final 
answer, no absolute.”’ ; 

Since Vatican II, church teaching no longer is stated in 
terms of black and white, he said. ‘‘There is a gray area,’ 
which has caused tension within some members of the 
church. 

Religious freedom ‘‘just doesn’t set well’? with 
Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre, Bishop Untener said, call- 
ing the excommunicated archbishop a ‘‘French 
monarchist.’’ 

‘Religious freedom outside and within the church can 
enhance, not break down unity,’’ he added. 

Conference participants were pleased with Bishop 
Untener’s presentation. 

Mary Stewart, a director of catechetical ministry at St. 
Mary Magdalene parish in Clairemont, said Bishop 
Untener’s ‘‘presentation of Vatican II was explained with 
clarity. ... It was outstanding.”’ 

Jim Gase, a parishioner of St. Michael Church in 
Poway, attended the lecture to ‘‘hear what his hometown 
speaker had to say.’’ Gase said he felt it was appropriate 
for the church to admit to its mistakes and to go on.

Local delegates support Democratic ticket

ATLANTA — Despite a few doubts, 
Catholic delegates to the July 18-21 
Democratic National Convention in 
Atlanta overwhelmingly support their 
party and its presidential nominee and 
want to beat the Republicansin November. 

Many also say their political 
involvement stems at least in part from 
Catholic social justice teachings and a 
desire to bring a Gospel message to the 
world. 

The limited misgiving raised by Catholic 
delegates generally focused on the party’s 
backing for legal abortion. One or two 
delegates also suggested that the Rev. Jesse 
L. Jackson should have been the party’s 
nominee. 

Delegates commented in interviews 
before, during and after the Democratic 
convention, which finalized choice of the 
party’s ticket — Massachusetts Gov. 
Michael S. Dukakis for president and U.S. 
Sen. Lloyd Bentsen of Texas for vice 
president. 

Among Catholics from the Diocese of 
San Diego who attended the Democratic 
convention in Atlanta was State Senator 
Wadie Deddeh, a member of the 
convention credentials committee. 

Deddeh told Southern Cross July 22 that as 
a Catholic he would have been much 
happier if the Democratic Party had 
adopted a plank opposing abortion. 

Unlike the 1984 platform, which 
contained a lengthy statement supporting 
legalized abortion, the 1988 Democratic 
platform merely mentions in passing a 
‘‘fundamental right to reproductive 
choice.”’ 

“‘T was disappointed with the platform 
adopted. ... I have a personal, moral and 
philosophical difference with this,’’ 
Deddeh said. A supporter of several right- 
to-life groups, Deddeh added that he will 
continue to work for pro-life issues. 

He said he realizes the Democratic Party 
must appeal to a large segment of society. 
‘*They can’t (completely) satisfy 
everyone,’’ said the senator from the 40th 


District. 

A native of Iraq, Deddeh said he was 
especially moved by a 20-minute discussion 
held prior to adopting the plank on the 


Archbishop May says voters 
should note Catholic teaching

MISSION VALLEY — Catholics 
going to the polls next November should 
be knowledgeable of the U.S. bishops’ 
statement on political responsibility, 
Archbishop John L. May, president of 
the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops, told Southern Cross July 20. 

The political responsibility statement 
lists 18 issues which the U.S. bishops 
believe important in this year’s national 
debate, including abortion, arms control 
and disarmament, capital punishment 
and the food and agricultural policy, the 
archbishop of St. Louis said. 

‘‘A person should look at the whole 
when looking at 
political candidates, Archbishop May 
said. ‘‘You shouldn’t judge a candidate 
on one single issue. You should look at 
what the person has exemplified.” 

The statement on _ political 
responsibility states: ‘‘As citizens, we are 
called to become informed, active and 
responsible participants in the political 
process. It is the laity who are primarily 
responsible for activity in political affairs, 
for it is they who have the major 
responsibility for renewal of the temporal 
order.”’ 

The statement is one of many 
documents disseminated by the U.S. 
Catholic Conference, public policy 
agency for the nation’s bishops. 

Created in 1966, the NCCB is the 
bishops’ decision-making body, explained 
Archbishop May, who has completed half 
of a three-year term as president of the 


NCCB/USCC. 

“The USCC is the civil corporation 
that carries out the decisions made by the 
bishops,’’ he added. 

Archbishop May was in San Diego to 
receive funds for construction of the new 
NCCB/USCC_ headquarters in 
Washington, D.C., from the Catholic 
Daughters of the Americas at their annual 
convention July 17-21 in the Town and 
Country Hotel in Mission Valley. 

The CDA has pledged $1 million for 
construction of the new $20 million 
facility, which is expected to be completed 
in March 1989, the archbishop said. The 
five-story, 170,000-square- foot structure 
is located near The Catholic University of 
America and the National Shrine of the 
Immaculate Conception. 

Archbishop May added that some $10 
million of the construction cost will come 
from the sale of the old NCCB/USCC 
building in the nation’s capital. 
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Middle East. 

“‘This is the first time in 40 years that 
either major party has had a discussion (ata " 
convention) on Lebanon and the Arab- 


Israeli conflict. ... It brought tears to my 
eyes. I’m proud that my party did this,”’ 
said Deddeh, a member of St. Peter 
Chaldean Catholic Church in Spring 
Valley and Corpus Christi parish in 
Bonita. 


Edward Valencia, a Dukakis delegate 
from the 43rd District and member of Our 
Lady of Perpetual Help parish in Lakeside, 
said he is also concerned with the abortion 
issue. He is glad the Democratic party did 
not support abortion as it did in 1984. 


“‘T think (the ticket) has a good 
opportunity to win,’’ said Valencia. 
Dukakis will appeal to liberals, while 
Bentsen will satisfy conservatives, he 


added. 


“I think Dukakis and Bentsen will belike 
a breath of fresh air’’ after the Reagan 
administration, Valencia said. 


“‘So many people have been hurt by 
Reagan’s policies. ... There are so many 
homeless people walking the streets today. 
We even saw this in Atlanta’’ during the 
convention, Valencia said. 


“‘The present administration hasn’t 
been honest”’ with the American people, he 
said, citing the Iran-Contra scandal. 
Integrity and truth are important to him as 
a Catholic, Valencia added. 


Collette Perkins, also a Dukakis delegate 
andamember of Guardian Angels parish in 
Santee, said she supports Dukakis’ stand 
on all issues except on abortion. 


‘‘Twenty years ago I wouldn’t have 
voted for him’’ because he is pro-choice, 
Perkins said. ‘‘But today, I see it as a 
balance. You have to vote for the person 
who represents most of your views.”’ 


Perkins said she supports Dukakis 
because she sees him ‘‘as the most ethical 
and moral’”’ of all the candidates. ‘‘He has 
great administrative and leadership 
abilities,’’ she added. 

Marty Vallely, a North Dakota delegate, 
said she is pleased with the selection of 
Bentsen as the vice-presidential nominee. 
“While Bentsen may not be the most 
exciting, I think he’ll represent our 
concerns well’’ regarding rural America, 
she said. 
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Protests may promote 
new film about Jesus

Officials of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference who have seen a rough cut 
version of the movie ‘‘The Last 
Temptation of Christ’’ said it is ‘‘flawed 
theology and cinema,’’ but much of the 
protest against the film is inaccurate. 
They caution that public protests can help 
promote the film. 

In the San Diego diocese, Bishop Leo 
T. Maher has appointed a committee to 
investigate the movie and the charges of 
blasphemy against it in determining a 
diocesan response. 

Richard Hirsch, the U.S. bishops’ 
secretary of communication, said much of 
the protest is based on material from early 
scripts and does not appear in the movie. 

He has urged well-meaning Catholics 
not to jump on the protest ‘“‘bandwagon 
prematurely’’ as it could result in 
promoting the film. 

Hirsch told Southern Cross via telephone 
July 18 from his New York office that the 
U.S. Catholic Conference Department of 
Communication will wait for the final 
version of the film, expected to be 
delivered to Universal Pictures by mid- 
August, before issuing its review of the 
film. 

He said the working copy of the film 
church officials saw in New York July 12 
included explicit sex, but not involving 
the Christ figure, and it was violent and 
bloody. Though the film will get the 
department’s most severe moral rating it 
is not arguing the case that the film is 
blasphemous, he said. 

Several church leaders and media 
groups have objected to the film, 
particularly a scene portraying Christ’s 
last temptation on the cross to lead an 
ordinary human life, including marrying 
Mary Magdalene and a subtle indication 
of his making love to her. Christ 
overcomes the temptation and accepts his 
messianic role, according to sources who 
saw the screening. 

Bishop Anthony Bosco, chairman of 
the U.S. bishops’ Communications 
Committee, has informed his fellow 
bishops that he did not personally believe 
that the film’s director Martin Scorsese 
intended blasphemy; however, the bishop 
felt many others would find the 
filmmaker’s concepts irreconcilable with 
their idea of Christ. 

“Scorsese failed to treat the topic well 
because he lacked good theological advice 
and cinematic restraint’’ in interpreting 
the 1955 novel of the same name by Nikos 
Kazantzakis, said Bishop Bosco of 
Greensburg, Pa.. 

Local bishops may respond as they 
wish to the film, Bishop Bosco noted, but 
added that ‘‘to picket or issue statements 
condemning the film would result in 
giving free publicity to the distributors,”’ 


Universal Pictures. 

Bishop Maher has appointed Father 
David Croisetiere, his episcopal 
secretary; Father Daniel Dillabough, 
judicial vicar of the Diocesan Tribunal, 
and Barry Crane, diocesan business 
manager and legal consultant, to serve on 
the local committee. 

They are in the process of compiling 
accurate information on the film in 
recommending appropriate diocesan 
action. 

Archbishop Roger Mahony of Los 
Angeles issued a statement July 19 saying 
he ‘‘will await (the U.S. bishops’ 
Department of Communication’s) full 
review of the film before advising 
Catholics of the Archdiocese of Los 
Angeles how to respond to it.” 

He said the initial indication from the 
communications department is that the 
film will be rated ‘‘O,”’ morally offensive 
for all and should be avoided. 

Archbishop Mahony said he had been 
in personal contact for several weeks with 
Lew Wasserman, chairman of MCA 
Corp., Universal’s parent company, 
about the film. 

“‘T have the highest esteem and regard 
for Mr. Lew Wasserman, and I am 
confident that he would not allow any film 
to be released through his studios which 
was offensive to a large segment of the 
American film-going public. 

“*T recall working closely with him in 
preparing for the pastoral visit of Pope 
John Paul II last year. 

“T strongly oppose the anti-Semitic 
implications that a few voices have raised 
in this matter, and I am hopeful that our 
excellent Jewish-Christian relationship 
will help diminish any suggestion that this 
film was produced to_ be 
‘anti-Christian.’ ”’ 

However, Morality in Media, founded 
26 years ago by Jesuit Father Morton 
Hill, had two staff members at the rough 
cut screening and issued a statement 
saying the movie was an ‘‘intentional 
demeaning of Christ.’’ 

The statement said the movie portrays 
Christ as a ‘‘colossal wimp,’’ and that the 
production shows the ‘‘distorted thinking 
of anyone who had anything to do with 
the film.” 

Mother Angelica, founder of the 
Eternal Word Television Network, 
warned people in a July 15 statement that 
it is sinful to allow oneself ‘‘to be 
entertained by blasphemy.’’ 

Mother Angelica, who did not see the 
film, said the words and images ‘‘will 
remain in a person’s mind in such a way 
as to haunt their memory and jeopardize 
their faith.”’ 

From their convention in San Diego 
July 17-22, the Catholic Daughters of the 
Americas urged Universal Pictures to not 
release the film and threatened a boycott 
of Universal and other MCA, Inc., 
companies. 


Medjugorje story on PBS 


DETROIT — A program examining 
the reported visions of the Virgin Mary in 
Medjugorje, Yugoslavia, will be 
broadcast by KPBS-Channel 15 Sunday, 
Sept. 11, at 6 p.m. and Monday, Sept. 
12, at 1 p.m. 

“The Madonna of Medjugorje,’’ a 
BBC documentary, was produced by 
Angela Trilby and narrated by Eileen 
Atkins. It is presented by WI VS-Detroit. 

Purported apparitions of Mary to six 
young children have attracted some 5 
million people to Medjugorje since 1981. 
The apparitions have created dilemmas 
for officials of the Catholic Church and 
the socialist state. 

Although not recognized by the 
Vatican, reports of miraculous cures and 
strange phenomena in the sky around the 
village are increasing as Medjugorje joins 
Lourdes and Fatima as important sites for 
Catholic pilgrims. 

The children have said the Virgin 
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Mary’s message is peace, according to the 
film’s producers. She has prophesized 
that Russia will come to glorify God and 
that the West has advanced civilization 
but lost God in the process. 

The children have said they were 
chosen because they are ordinary and 
average, and because their village 
maintains the simple lifestyle the 
Madonna encourages. 

Medjugorje presents several conflicts 
for the church, the film notes. The area is 
the scene of a longstanding dispute 
between the church and Franciscan 
monks for control of certain parishes in 
the diocese; suspicion was raised that the 
monks, who supported the children, were 
using the visions to further their own 
aims. 

Bishop Pavao Zanic, the local church 
authority, also faced safeguarding the 
church from the ridicule and suspicion of 
the socialist government.

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‘Say yes to Jesus,’ young audience told

~ALCALA PARK — The third annua 
Catholic Charismatic Conference for 
Youth and Young Adults drew some 200 
participants to the University of San 
Diego July 22-24 for prayer, music, 
workshops, witness talks, a reconciliation 
service and the celebration of the 
Eucharist. 

The conference was designed to help 
participants develop a deeper relationship 
with Jesus and to provide tools to grow in 
that relationship, said Father Edward 
Kaicher, director of the Office of Youth 
and Young Adult Ministries which 
sponsored the event. 

In his workshop, Father Kaicher urged 
his audience of male high school youth to 
respond to Jesus’ call to form ‘“‘open, 
honest relationships’ and control their 
sexual feelings. This requires discipline 
and truthfulness about one’s feelings, he 
said. 

Father Kaicher encouraged the youth 
to form friendships with their peers that 
challenge them to live Christian values. 
Often young people’s words and actions 
are at odds with what they profess to 
believe, he added. 

The priest also challenged the youth to 
evangelize by telling others what Jesus 
has done for them. “‘It takes courage and 
manliness to share your faith,’’ he said. 
Many men exhibit masculinity through 
aggressive behavior, but when it comes to 
faith, they are passive and receptive,’’ he 
said. 

Classically, men are outwardly 
oriented toward production, athletics and 
TV, and ignore the inner world of 
feelings and prayer, Father Kaicher 
continued. ‘“To be fully a man also means 
to be in touch with your dreams, hopes 
and fears and apply gospel values to all 
facets of your life.’’

distribution program that enables people 
of the diocese to purchase food at dis- 
counted prices in exchange for communi- 
ty service, and also that sends millions of 
pounds of food annually to Mexico. 

Bishop Maher said he also related that 
the diocese has increased by 500,000 per- 
sons, about 20 percent of whom are 
Catholics, in the last five years and that 
he created 10 new parishes to meet the 
pastoral needs of this increased popula- 
tion. 

‘You discover about every ethnic na- 
tional group — Hispanic, Filipino, Viet- 
namese, Guamanian, Loatian, Korean, 
Black and Anglo in the Diocese of San 
Diego,’’ he said to the pope. 

Bishop Maher expressed the good rela- 
tions the diocese has with neighboring 
dioceses in Mexico and the ‘‘love and af- 
fection between the people and the hierar- 
chy, trying to assist one another in pro- 
blem areas. 

He identified to the pope the problem 
of proselytism of Catholics, particularly 
Hispanics, by non-Catholic evangelical 
fundamentalists. 

The pope later mentioned the subject 
in one of his talks to the bishops, Bishop 
Maher related. 

Bishop Maher noted the “graciousness 
and the great love the Holy Father’’ ex- 
pressed during the private audience. 

He was greatly concerned about the 
ministries and pastoral activities of the 
diocese, Bishop Maher related. 

Pope John Paul expressed his ‘‘tremen- 
dous interest and love for youth’’ and his 
great concern for the priesthood. He ask- 
ed about the number of priests and 
seminaries and if they were sufficient. 

“‘T said we have sufficient priests now, 
but we do not have as many seminarians 
as we desire,’’ Bishop Maher recalled. 
The diocese has 14 seminarians.

Pope John Paul explains that Mary was the first to believe in 
Jesus Christ and was proclaimed blessed for her great act of faith.

Bishop Chavez was on vacation as of 
July 25 and unavailable for an interview 
on his visit with the pope. 

The local bishops informed the pope 
the Hispanic people of the diocese have a 
great devotion to Our Lady of 
Guadalupe. 

Through divine providence of the 
Marian Year, which the pope designated, 
the observance has ‘‘awakened all our 
people to devotion of the Blessed 
Mother,’’ Bishop Maher said to the pope. 

The pope was pleased to hear that and 
news about the well-attended rosary 
crusades that have been held in the 
diocese, the bishop said. 

The pope presented the bishops with a 
bound Latin Vulgate Bible, a personally 
handwritten card, and a rosary bearing 
his coat of arms. 

Regarding the Quinquennial Report, 
Bishop Maher said an overall reading of it 
shows that the diocese is ‘‘exceptionally 
organized, reaching into every area of 
concern’’ and ministry needs. 

It reports the total population of the 
diocesan area as 2,348,398 and the 
Catholic population as 458,575.

Bishop Maher told the pope about the Diocese of San Diego, 
and Bishop Chavez thanked the pontiff for the concern he ex- 
pressed for the Hispanic people during his visits to Miami and 
San Antonio last fall. 


‘The ordinary of the Diocese of San 
Diego needs to be prepared to respond to 
this very diverse and highly technological 
military and industrial complex,’’ the 
report states. 

The report focuses on the activities of 
the diocesan offices and agencies, in- 
cluding the Marriage Tribunal. 

It reports that there are 53 charity and 
social programs serving people’s needs, 
through Catholic Community Service 
and St. Vincent de Paul Center. 

It also reports on the thousands of im- 
migrants assisted by the diocese, which 
has been instrumental in _ resettling 
refugees and assisting the undocumented 
in applying for legalized resident status 
under the federal amnesty program. 

In reflecting on the past 10 years — the 
last two Quinquennial Report periods — 
Bishop Maher said there has been more 
growth than usual. ‘‘We’ve been in a 
position to. meet that growth.”’ 

There is ‘‘more vitality’? in this 
‘‘vigorous’’ local church (San Diego and 
Imperial counties), he said, citing areas of 
evangelization, catechesis, social action 


and peace and justice.
